TO::  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
CARLTON  URBM  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  annual  report 

for  i960. 

This  year  saw  the  planning  of  Carlton's  first  clean 
air  zone  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  In  order  to  assure  the  smooth  working  of  the 
order  an  exhibition  v/as  held  in  the  centra,!  library,  a 
circular  designed  to  deal  with  all  possible  problems  was 
sent  to  householders  affected  by  the  Order,  and  individual 
householders  wore  visited  by  members  of  the  department. 

The  cooperative  attitude  of  all  those  affected  which  these 
interviev/s  revealed  was  both  surprising  and  gratifying, 
especially  considering  the  apathy  and  opposition  with  v7hich 
progressive  measures  in  public  health  have  had  to  contend 
since  its  beginnings.  It  points  to  a better  state  of 
public  education  on  these  matters  than  obtained  in  the  past 
and  suggests  that  some  councils  may  bo  lagging  behind  their 
electors. 

Infections  and  epidemics 

The  year  v/as  free  of  epidemics,  although  a cautionary 
incident  was  the  finding  of  a paratyphoid  carrier  state  in  an 
ex-patient  of  a hospital  where  there  had  been  cases  during  the 
Oc^ly  v/inter.  The  state  of  protection  by  inoculation  against 
diphtheria,  vdiooping  cough  and  poliomyelitis  is  relatively 
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satisfactory  but  there  are  no  crounds  for  cooplacency.  At 
Christnas  as  schools  wore  breaking  up  an  outbreak  of  sore 
throats  with  sone  paralysis  of  the  throat  in  one  child  led  to 
isolation  of  an  organism  resembling  the  diphtheria  bacillus. 
There  was  no  time  to  lose  if  this  was  indeed  that  organism, 
though  it  seemed  unlikely.  V/e  had  to  take  into  account  that 
children  and  teachers  were  going  all  over  England  for 
Christmas,  some  to  places  where  the  level  of  imnunity  was 
low.  After  a conference  it  was  decided  to  find  out  (i)  the 
degree  of  spread  of  the  infection  (ii)  the  future  movements 
of  carriers  and  cases,  while  (iii)  checking  the  organism  for 
virulence,  a process  which  v/ould  talce  5 days  or  more. 

Ordinary  measures  v/ere  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the 
outbreak  meanwhile.  Fortunately  the  organism  was  found  to 
be  relatively  benign. 

fi)  Degenerative  diseases  and  (ii)  cancer 

These  have  been  gaining  ground  as  infection  figures 
fall.  So  much  depends  on  individual  choice  and  responsibility 
with  these  diseases  that  the  problem  can  only  be  tackled  by 
education  of  the  public.  We  have  hardly  begun  to  realise 
the  size  of  the  task  or  the  possibilities  of  success  in  this 
field,  but  it  is  obvious  that  health  education  will  have  to 
form  an  increasing  part  of  the  work  of  health  departments, 
and  since  the  lessons  arc  better  learned  by  young,  fresh 
minds,  I would  plecad  again  for  the  introduction  of  the 
simpler  facts  of  environmental  hygiene  into  the  curriculum 
of  schools  at  all  levels.

HO^uE  help  service 


This  service  is  operated  by  the  County  Council 
and  is  controlled  by  a full— tine  organiser  v/ho  is  based  at 
Park  House,  Carlton,  (telephone  24—7151)  and  is  responsible 
for  the  Urban  Districts  of  toold  and  Carlton. 


There  are  99  whole -tine  and  part-ti:ne  helps  and 
each  week  an  average  of  306  cases  are  dealt  with  in  the 
area  covered.  The  charge  is  3/6d  per  hour.  A part  or  the 
whole  of  the  cost  is  remitted  in  sone  circunstances. 

The  follov/ing  arc  the  types  of  cases  dealt  with:- 

(1)  Maternity  cases 

(2)  Mothers  of  young  children  where  some  help  is 

re  comended  by  the  doctor 

(3)  Cases  of  illness  v^here  no  other  help  is  available

(5)  Tuberculosis  cases 

Care  of  the  Chronic  Sick  and  7..aed 

The  chronic  sick  and  aged  are  generally  cared  for 
at  hone  by  relatives,  vnth  the. help  of  the  District  Nurse, 
but  sonetines  the  complexity  of  the  nursing  required  is  such 
that  hospital  care  becomes  necessary.  In  a few  instances, 
the  patient  is  confused  in  mind  and  is  not  fully  aware  of 
this  need.  In  such  cases  it  is  seldom  necessary  to  resort; 
to  compulsory  powers  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
Section  47, and,  every  such  case  in  the  past  year  has  been 
dealt  with  by  gentle  persuasion. 


Institutional  care  for  the  able-bodied  elderly  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Welfare  Service.

I on  pleased  to  subnit  this,  ray  fifteenth  Annual 
Report  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  on  the  work  carried 
out  during  I96O* 

The  house  to  house  survey  of  dv/ellings  in  Netherfield 
which  was  comenced  in  I958  was  continued  and  as  hitherto 
meat  inspection  occupied  an  appreciable  amount  of  tine. 

As  in  1959  an  outbreak  of  Sonne  dysentery  occurred 
at  tho  beginning  of  the  year  and  continued  well  into  the 
second  quartert  During  this  period  213  cases  were  investigated 
and  the  subject  is  fully  dealt  with  in  tho  report  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Defects  of  drainage  systems  (frequently  duo  to 
colliery  subsidence)  also  occupied  much  time  as  was  the  case 
the  previous  year. 


In  short,  apart  from  the  work  in  connection  with 
the  first  Smoke  Control  Area  - prior  approval  for  which  was. 
received  during  the  year,  the  finalising  of  the  situation 
with  respect  to  the  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  and  the 
submission  to  the  Minister  of  /igriculture,  I'isherios  .:-,nd 
Food  of  the  Authority  • s Slau^terhouses  Report,  the  overall 
picture  of  I96O  was  much  the  sane  as  that  for  1959. 
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COMPLAINTS  During  the  year  773  complaints  were  received  all  of 
which  were  dealt  with  as  occasion  warranted.

Negotiations  were  also  proceeding  at  that  tine  for 
the  purchase  of  Nos  5-25  (odd  nur;hers)  Cronwell  Street  and 
4a  Kalians  Yard,  Carlton, 

Some  of  these  houses  ere  probably  the  oldest  in  the 
district.  Their  disappearance  will  sever  one  of  the  few  renaining 
links  with  the  forner  village  of  Carlton-en-le-v7illows  and  their 
denolition  nay,  for  this  reason,  be  regretted  by  sone. 

They  arc  worn  out,  danp  and  lack  those  anenities  which 
have  now  becone  accepted  as  essential  to  a docent  standard  of 
living.  They  likewise  lack  all  aesthetic  nerit  and  the  Council's 
decision  to  denolish  the  dwellings  and  subsequently  to  re-develop 
the  site  is  a right  and  proper  one. 

By  tho  tine  the  Council's  five  year  proposals  (aa 
amended)  have  been  fully  inplenented  over  100  of  the  worst  houses 
will  have  been  demolished  and  the  occupants  rehoused.  But  there 
will  remain  a substantial  number  of  properties  providing 
sub-standard  accomodation  still  to  bo  dealt  v\rith. 

Action  v;as  being  taken  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  a

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SUPPLY 


The  water  supply  to  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Nottinghan  Corporation  Water  Departnent,  This  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality  and  has  no 
plunbo-selvent  action. 

All  but  9 houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to 
the  nains  supply.  These  dwellings  have  not  hitherto  been 
so  connected  as  it  has  always  been  the  C-uncil’s  opinion  that 
the  provision  of  a piped  supply  has  not  been  practicable  at 
reasonable  cost. 

Local  Authority  housing  developnent  is  now  taking 
place  in  the  vicinity  which  has  resulted  in  a water  nityi n being 
laid  in  closer  proximity.  The  Council  has  now  resolved  (August 
1961)  further  to  extend  the  main  to  permit  connection  of 
the  dwellings. 

The  following  data  with  respect  to  extensions  of 
water  mains  in  the  area  during  the  year  has  been  provided  by 
courtesy  of  the  Water  Engineer  for  the  City  of  Nottingham.

From  the  decontrol  of  meat  livestock  in  1954  up  to 
and  including  1958,  the  kill  increased  year  by  year.  The  reduction 
in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  1958  and  1959  Is  in  cjy 
view. a temporary  phase.  It  is  accounted  for  in  some  degree  by  the 
closure  of  licensed  premises,  though  the  main  causes  in  I96O  were 
the  alteration  to  two  other  slaughterhouses  and  the  cessation  of 
slaughtering  within  the  area  due  to  an  outbreak  of  foot  and. 
mouth  disease, 

l(7hen  modernisation  of  the  slaughterhouses  v/hich  will 
remain  in  use  after  the  appointed  day  (1st  January  I962)  is  completed 
it  may,  I think,  be  anticipated  that  the  annual  kill  will  at  least 
reach,  if  not  exceed,  the  figure  for  1958. 

As  hitherto  100^  inspection  has  been  achieved  and  it  is 
significant  that  the  fall  in  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in 
bovine  animals  continued  and  reached  the  lovrcst  -level  ever  recorded

(a)  Industrial  Smoke 

Industrial  Smoke  in  the  Urban  District  no  longer  presents 
the  problem  which  it  did  a decade  ago.  Those  firms  who  were  then 
major' offenders,  due  to  pressure  from  the  Department,  have  in  the 
intervening  years  installed  automatic  stokers,  or  up  to  date  plant 
with  the  resultant  elimination  of  smoke  or  grit  emissions. 

That  smoke  emissions  due  to  the  inefficient  combustion  of 
fuel  are  grossly  wasteful  and  expensive  is  amply  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  in  one  instance  the  cost  of  the  provision  and  installation 
of  a mechanical  stoker  was  almost  recouped  in  the  first  years 
operation  from  the  reduction  in  the  fuel  bill. 

Smoke  emissions  from  two  factories  were  observed  and  in  both 
cases  were  due  to  mechanical  breakdovai  and  these  \)qtq  remedied  as 
soon  as  practicable  by  the  firms  concerned. 

(b)  Domestic  Smoke 


The  Council  on  the  26th  April,  I96I  made  an  Order  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  I956  entitled  the  Carlton  No.  1 Smoko  Control  Order, 
1961,  declaring  an  area  of  45*9  acres  or  thereabouts,  the  boundaries 
of  which  are  shovai  below  to  be  in  the  smoke  control  area. 

SCHKDULE 

1.  The  North  side  of  Carlton  Hill  from  Post  Office 
Square  to  Foxhill  Hoad. 

2.  The  North  East  side  of  Foxhill  Road  from  Carlton 
Hill  to  the  public  footpath  opposite  to  First 
Avenue,  Carlton,  and  leading  to  Cavendish  Road. 

3.  The  footpath  specified  in  (2)  above. 

4.  The  South  West  side  of  Cavendish  Road  (from  the 
footpath  specified  in  (2)  and  (3)  to  Post  Office 
Square . ) 
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There  were  when  the  survey  was  carried  out  332 
premises  in  the  area  of  which  10  are  scheduled  for  demolition 
and  this  10  were  exempted  by  the  Order  from  the  operation  of 
Section  11  of  the  Act. 

A further  58  dwellings  (including  52  Local  Authority 
owned  Council  prefabricated  Houses)  were  partially  exempted  in 
that  unauthorised  fuels  - namely  paper  and  sticks  and  or  fire- 
lighters - may  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  only,  as  a 
gas  supply  is  not  available. 

• « 

The  confirmation  of  the  Order  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  is  at  present  awaited  and  if  such 
confirmation  is  received  and  the  Order  becomes  operative  a 
significant  amount  of  low  level  pollution  vi^ill  be  eliminated. 

{c)  Measurement  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Volumetric  sulphur  dioxide  apparatus  and  smoke 
filter  has  operated  in  its  present  location  (Carlton  Public 
Library)  since  the  l8th  January  I96O.  The  attached  graph 

shows  the  mean  levels  of  pollution  month  by  month  throughout 
the  year. 


The  fall  in  degree  of  pollution  during  the  warmer 
period  of  the  year,  when  there  is  less  need  for  domestic 
heating  is  striking. 

It  v/ill  be  seen  that  there  is  a relatively" smaller 
fall  in  the  sulphur  dioxide  than  in  the  smoke, 

(d)  Meteorolo/yjoal  Observations 

Details  of  daily  meteorological  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  district  have  been  supplied  by  the  Chandos 
Boys’  School,  and  I now  record  ny  thanks  to  the  Headmaster 
for  his  kindness  in  making  available  to  the  Department  this 
information.
